run FUTURE OF IRRIGATION. 
In another column will be found a 
dsecription of a plan for irrigation 
which will at once’ strike our readers 
as being of great importance, to this 
part of the vineyard. By it several ad 
vantage are gained. One great oa 
is that the ground need not be level- 
ed. ‘The pipe would carry water over 
little knolls and across swails if not 
up and down hills. The holes could 
be made larger on high ground and 
very small in lower places. In the sav- 
ing of evaporation fully. 20 per cent, 
of increase in water would, be made, 
as all of one-fifth of the water spread 
out on the fields goes into the air. ‘On 
the long line of ditches there is even 
greater loss. Instead of streams of 
water pouring across the land, plou- 
ghing furrows and washing off the 
best soil, or standing in pools, the 
moisture would be applied right at 
the root of the crops and the whole 
effect would be beneficial. A large 
saving would be made in men’s time. 
It takes a good force to keep 80 acres 
of alfalfa irrigated under present 
‘methods. If water now used for one 
acre would cover. 10 by the new pipe 
system, it would pay to put it in every- 
where, as there is no place where water 
is worth less than from three to five 
dollars an acre a year, and in many 
places it is worth ten times that. If 
some such system could be put in 
operation in Washoe county so we 
could have 200,000 acres cultivated 
instead of 20,000 Reno would have 
five times her present population in 
two years’ time. Lemmons Valley, 
Spanish Springs and all the land be- 
‘tween here and Pyramid Lake would 
be put under cultivation, and Reno in 
a few years would be the second city 
on the Pacific coast. The land is here 
and the Truckee has the water to give 
away. Where is the man to bring 
them together?

pipe goes into the ground 20 inches 
so that it can be plowed.over readily. 
It is made in the french in one con- 
tinuous piece of any desired leagth. 
The material is common sand and 
Portland cement, which go in at one 
end of the machine and are ground 
out by hand at the other, the machine 
going back ward as the pipe lengthens. 
When new it is very soft and is punct- 


sired. After lying it gets very hard,
